Edward York, 19, of Brechin terrace and 
William Valentine of 12 Cuba street are both 
patients at the Lawrence General hospital, 
as the result of being struck on North Main 
street near the Lawrence line while walking 
home shortly before two o'clock Wednesday 
morning. York sustained multiple bruises 
about the body and injuries to his head 
Valentine, among other injuries is suffering 
from fracture of both bones of the right leg. 
Neither name is on the danger list. 

According to young Wallace, his only 
connection with the accident is the fact that 
he picked up the injured men who had been 
struck down by another car, carried them to 
a filling station and arranged for an ambu 
lance to convey them to the hospital, An- 
dover police who called Wednesday morning 
on Wallace and his companion at the time of 
the accident, Albert Grennan of 9 Thayer 
street, Brookline, who were staying at the 
Wallace home at Haggett’s pond, do not feel 
confidence in the accuracy of the story and 
will take further action, On examination of 
the Wallace car, blood was found on the 
wheel and the mud guard, pointing according 
to the police, to a closer relation to the 
accident than was indicated by the original 
statement given out by Wallace 


According to Wallace he and his com 
panion were traveling in the direction of 
Boston when they saw a group of boys in the 
road and in an attempt to avoid them he 
applied his brakes, causing the car to skid 
and run into a tree. A second machine fol 
lowing in their wake, they said, struck the 
Andover boys and left them in the road 


The machine operated by Wallace, a Reo 
roadster, bore 1929 registration plates, and 
neither of its occupants was able to show a 
registration for the New Year. 

They were first questioned by Capt. 
Charles R. Vose of the Lawrence police who 
discovered them on Essex street, Lawrence, 
with the two injured men in a rumble seat 
The machine at this time was parked on 
Essex street, the gas supply having given out. 

Police officials are not yet satisfied with 
the story of the pair, and a rigid investiga 
tion is being made in the hope of unearthing 
other witnesses of the accident. Four hats

Scientist Tells of War 
Toxin to Kill Millions 


London.—Terrifying results of a 
new secret deadly poison, a product 
of “a certain bacillus,” so powerful 
that a tiny spoonful will burl swift 
death to a million people,” was 
visioned recently by Prof. Leonard 
Hill, great British scientist. Profes- 
sor Hill, in delivering a presidential 
before the Sanitary Inspee- 
tors’ association at Lowestoft, de 
clined to the name of this 
new death-dealing monster. 

“] would call your attention to cer- 
tain bacillus, whieh shall be nameless, 
but easily cultivated,” the scientist 
sald. “If man is susceptible as guinea 
pigs to the toxin produced by this 
bacillus it appears that one gram or 
a salt spoonful of dry toxin would 
kill a milllon people. The toxin acts, 
if inhaled or If it falls on the eye, as 
a powder.” 

The professor pointed to the 
moral: “If men out to prepare 
such toxin and scatter it by alrplane 
what would be the use of the panoply 
of war? Is It not time then to end

While the money 
of account was for each colony a Co 
lonial pound, the actual money In cir- 
culation was a varied collection of 
coins of English, French, Portuguese 
and Spanish origin.

He has written 
much on the missionary effort Addressing 
recently the regional meeting of the Congre 
gational churches of New England at New 
Britain, Connecticut, at which 1,611 churches 
with nearly a million members and adherents, 
were represented. Dr. High said that “for 
| eign missions, from having been an agency 
[of spiritual regeneration, are fast becoming 
merely a church-supported philanthropy. As 
a philanthropy,” he asserted, as he is quoted 
in “The Herald of Gospel Liberty” (Christ 
ian), “it is doomed not only to failure, but to 
extinction. The emptying treasuries of many 
mission boards is tragic te timony to the fact 
that men and women who might be enlisted in 
a world enterprise that was dy namically } 
religious will simply not give their money to | 
one that seems to them to constitutechiefly an 
ecclesiastical rival of State and privately 
| supported charities. In my opinion the dying 
missionary zeal of the Church will not be 
| revived without a revolution as fundamental 
|} as that which led the churches, in the first | 
place, to dare to proclaim their gospel to the 
ends of the earth.’ A reexamination of the 
original purposes, he said, is in order, and he | 
went on, as we quote; | 
“The primary business for which mission 
aries went out to the field, and for which we 
| gave of our resources to support them, was 
| evangelical. Soon or late, as we know, these 
peoples, however backward, might be able to 
run their own schools and man their own 
hospitals. One thing—and one thing only we | 
had, uniquely, to give them. That one thing 
was the transforming gospel of Jesus Christ.” 
“Unfortunately for our missionary pro 
gram, and also, I believe for our own souls, 
this fundamental purpose has been slipping 
more and more into the background. What 
are the concerns of the mission board and the 
mission agency? To what do we tie up our 
present-day appeals for money? Isn’t our 
language, to-day, the language of ecclesiasti 
cal institutionalism? And are not our major 
missionary energies devoted, these days, to 
| the perpetuation of these institutions? Where 
| does the individual, life changing process 
which, I repeat, is the only fundamental thing 
that the Christians of the West have to give 
|the non-Christian world just where does 
that regenerating process come in? Well, in 
my estimation it comes in for a dec idedly 
minor emphasis.

The 
law of the United States ts practically 
unique in one respect, in that It re- 
quires as a basis of the right to reg- 
ister that the mark shall have been 
applied to goods sold in interstate or

Stalactites are pendent muasses 
formed where water containing min 


eral solutions drops very slowly. On 
exposure to the alr parts of the water | 
evaporates and a desposit of carbon: | 
ate of lime ensues, and as the drop 
continues to fall from the same spot 
a small column of the material forms 
downward from the cave. Conditions | 
essential to the formation of stalac 
tites are u very slow trickle of water, | 
regular evaporation and the absence | 
of disturbances, such as currents of 
air. Where the water drops upon the 
floor of the cave, evaporation still goes 
on and the drop falling from the roof | 
will always land on the same place, | 
so that the pillar of deposit rises ver- 
tically. This Is known as stalagmite. 
In course of time the two may meet 
and in this way a column Is deposited.

Management Will Count Most in 1930 — Big Business Does Not Have Monoply on 


Management Brains of This Country 
“Have Got to Row the Boat” 


Babson Park, Massachusetts, January 3, 
1930, Over twenty-five years of study of 
business and securities has taught me that 
the most important factor determining suc 
cess in either line is management. Unfor 
tunately it is a subject on which there are the 
fewest statistics and the least information 
In fact, most of the attributes of successful 
management cannot be expressed in terms of 
figures. They consist of such spiritual and 
mental things as character, initiative, 
integrity, vision, and resourcefulness. | 
don’t care how big the business is, how mag 
nificent its offices, how extensive its plants, 
how far-flung its system of distribution, if 
the management has gone to seed it is not a 
good investment. Big business by no means 
has a monopoly on the management brains 
of this country. In fact, often times when a 
business grows to huge proportions it begins 
to run along on its momentum, and execu 
tives who should be striving to coordinate 
and improve its operations, are instead 
sitting back and taking it easy. Small or 
medium-sized businesses which grow up on 
their own resources by sheer merit are sure to 
attract business leaders of the right sort 
They offer an opportunity for personal 
growth, and for the expression of personal 
talent. Indeed, all of our huge corporations 
were one day small, but were dominated and 
built up by some outstanding leader. 


1930 a Challenge to Business 
Management 


The year 1930 will, in my opinion, separate, 
the sheep from the goats among business 
executives. Many mediocre managements 
have gotten by during the past few years by 
riding on the prosperity wave. This year 
they will meet changed conditions. There is 
plenty of business to be had, but it will 
require more “getting”. Hence, instead of 
riding the waves, business executives have 
got to row the boat.

In 
stead of building up large additional plant 
capacity which may not be needed for 
everal years, the managements would do 
well to spend larger appropriations building 
up the efficiency of their sales’ forces and 
securing the highest grade salesmen and sales’ 
managers they can obtain.

\lso do not stint on your advertising. In 
this connection I always think of the play, 
“Tt Pays to Advertise,” which was so popular 
a few years ago. As you may remember, the 
enterprising hero in this play decided to 
start a soap business. First he began to ad- 
vertise vigorously, and thereby built up a 
tremendous demand. Orders flowed in for 
car-load lots. Then he suddenly realized that 
he had no factory in which to make the 
soap. He had forgotten all about manufac 
turing the product in his zeal to sell it! 1 
certainly do not recommend going to that 
extreme. On the other hand, such a method 
would be better than producing great quan 
tities of soap and enlarging factories for still 
more production, only to find that you have 
no way to sell it when it is made. Many 
business men make the mistake of building 
up too large a plant on the theory that the 
larger plant can be operated at a lower cost. 
However, unless the sales and advertisng 
end of the business has expanded in propior 
tion, the larger plant will merely be a ‘ white 
elephant” on the business man’s hands, 
Remember that an idle plant, or a plant 
operating at only a fraction of capacity,

We have just been through eriod of 
“high finance’, Mergers and rumor of 
mergers were the order of the day.

Bees Increase Yield Six Times 


Shortly before blossom time this spring, 
two ten-year-old McIntosh in the 
orchard at the Massachusetts Agricultural 
College were enclosed in separate cages of 
tobacco cloth. A small hive of bees was put 
under each tree. In addition, under one of 
the trees was placed in a pail of water a 
liberal bouquet of Wealthy and Delicious 
apple branches, thus providing cross-pollina 
tion for one tree and self-pollination for the 
other 

At harvest time the cross-pollinated tree 
had a crop of 251 apples. The other had 39 
apples 

Both trees had a heavy bloom and the 
tree which was supplied with the bouquet 
was somewhat smaller than the other, which 
gave it a slight handicap; but in spite of this 
it bore more than six times as many apples 
as the self-pollinated tree 

Thus it is seen that cross-pollination is prac- 
tically necessary for McIntosh apples, but it 
should not be understood from this experi 
ment that Delicious and Wealthy are neces 
sarily the best pollinizers for McIntosh. 
Other varieties, such as Oldenburg, Ben 
Davis, Astrachan, etc., are probably as 
good and in some cases better.
